WALTER CAMP WILL RETIRE

Yale Man Announces He WIll No
Longer Aot ag Member of Inter-
collegiate Rules Body.

FEW THINGS CAMP HAS DONE

NEW YORK, Oct. 0.—At & seasion of
the intercollegiate foot ball rulesa com-
mittes some tUme ago Walter Camp of
Yale announced that with the closs of
the present year be would retire from
membearship upon the committes. The
pasning of Mr. Camp from this committes
marks such an epoch in Intercollegiate
foot ball that it invites special comment.

The firat game of foot ball under the
intercollegiate code was played here In
1", between Harvard and Yale, and the
second game was played In the same eity
two weeks later between Princeton and
Yale. Both of these gamens Yale won,

Upon that original champlion “fifteen’
Walter Camp played at halfback. Two
years later he appeared as Yale's dele-
gate in the Intercollegiate convention, &
body which corresponded with the present
ritisyg committes,

Mr. Camp ut the time was Tale's cap-
taln. From that day to thls, a period of
thirty-seven years, Walter Camp has par-
ticipated In every seasion of the ruales-
making body

it was Mr. Camp who invented the side
of the “eleven,” thus breaking away from
the Rugby "'fiftesn.” Agnin It was Mr
Camp who devieed the dimensions of the
American fleld of play and introduced the
method of an orderly posscasion of the
ball by one side, our “serimmage,’” thus
doing awny with the English “serum-
mage'' and making possible the use of
preconcelved plays, tactics and signals.

In his sentor year at Yale this genius
introduced to the game the safety as a
scoring play. Prior thereto the safely
had been regarded as a touchback i to-

Major League Clubs
On Trail of Legore,

NEW YORK, Oct. 80.~The wstartling
athistic upheaval in New Haven, which
jarred loose five of Tale's foremost ath-
letie representatives, has taused a atir
in base ball ¢ircles. No doubt, two dosen
socuts from major and Federal league
cluba are trying to get the ear of Harry
Legore, ono of the five upon whom per-
manent disbarment from college athletioc
competition was Imposed.

Legore is a versatile athlets, who stars
in almoat all branches of sporis. A won-
derful foot ball back, he was the corner-
stone on which were lald Frank Hinkey's
hopea of beating Princeton and Harvard.
Sull if he never had handled a fool ball,
Logore would have wen more than aver-
nge glory, as he was rated even higher
as & base ball asset. He played shortstop
| #o brilliantly for the Blue nine that he at-
tracted widespread asttention from major
league managera.

The New York American league clud
waa one of the first that tried to Interest
Legore in the professional end of base
ball. Later, half a dosen clubs set snares
for him Connle Matk was particularly
attraocted, It even has been Intimated
|!raln Philadelphia that he will slgn soon
with the Athletics,

To all the major league ploadings here-
tofore he turned a deaf ear. He assured
Qoorge Daviy that he never would play
professional bass ball because of parental

Mr, Camp's solution was the invention
of "failrs and downa'' by which one sids
was permitted to metain the ball only
so long as it could advance it at least
five yards in four downas,

A “falr" was a name applied to putting
the ball in play from the side line when
out of bounds. It was this Invention
which gave the final twist to the Inter-
collegiate game, wrenching It wholly
away from Engilsh Rugby and making
of it a diatinctive American styla of play.
It was also the establlshment of the five-
yard galn in four downs that led to tha
siriping of the field with lime. which
has given to It the familiar name of grid-
iron.

In 1283 It was Camp's suggestion that
resulted In the numerical system of scor-
ing by which values were assignsl the
mcoring plays, Previously It frequently
oocurred that nelther team ocould tell
which had won the game, on account of
the confusion between the relative werth
of touchdowns. goals from tsuchdowns
and goals from fleld,

Im 1888 Mr, Camp originated the wvery
inatitution of the rules committes Itself,
presenting to the Intercollegiate conven-
ton In that year s comprohensive plan
for such a body, which he styled a “gard.
Uate advisory committes of rules and ap-
peals.’’

This plan the Intercollegiate convention
adopted and for four years both bodies
exioted together, after which the Inter-
colleginte convention, having dwindled
down to Pennsylvania, Princeton and
Yale, finally disappeared.

Led Dig Rebeliton,

Mr. Camp's leadership in the rebellion
of 1886 (s still vividly recalled. Harvard
and Pennsylvania at that time had highly
developed the momentum mass play.

Yale and Princeton opposed this style
of atiack. The controversy became Bso
fierce that the rules committes broks In
two and the next year the country had
two sels of rules.

In 1897, however, & union was effestsd,
but Mr. Camyp had won, for the mo-
mentum maas plays were not retained.

His latest Innovation along the line of
major achievemants with the rules was
his introduction for the offensive team to
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
